Psychiatrists Declare Its 
Employment in Operations 


as Anesthesia Dangerous 


CHICAGO, Nov. 9. (Exclusive)— 


Substitution of hypnotism for anes- g 


thesia in performing operations is a 
dangerous practice which never will 
come into general use, in the opinion 
of psychiatrists who today discussed 
two recent cases in which patients 
successfully underwent — operations 
under the influence of hypnotism. 

The belief of nerve specialists is 
that aftereffects of hypnotism can be 
dangerous, and, furthermore. the 
method can be successful only in 
rare instances in which the patient 
is a regular subject of hypnotists. 
Others dismissed the practice as a 
fad which soon will be forgotten, 
and still others pointed to the dang- 
ers of creating general public opin- 
ion that hypnotism is a good substi- 
tute for established methods of 
science whose effectiveness is proved. 

“The thing is dangerous in that 
it involves playing with an unknown 
force,” said Dr. F. J. Gerty, alienist. 
“A person of low mentality might 
soon become a helpless victim of a 
hypnotist, and in cases of higher 
mentality the patient's nervous sye- 
tem might be undermined.” 

Dr. Clarence A. Neymann pointed 
to the varying degrees of hypnotic 
trance and the dangers of distractions 
always found in the mind of a pa- 
tient on an operating table.
